In Claim 5 the amendment at column 8, line 25 to replace "H" with "-H" is to correct 
a minor typographic error and clarify the substituent. 

In Claim 5 the amendment at column 8, line 27 to replace "H" with "-H" is to correct 
a minor typographic error and clarify the substituent.
